Election Court Not Ready to
Hear Argument to Set Aside
Assessment Decision

APPEAL MAY BE TAKEN

Contrary to expectations, there was
no argument or hearing held today by
either Judge Bregy, Patterson or
Hhoemaker, constituting the election
court, on the dismissal of petitions of
hundreds of women for assessment on
the ground that they were filed too
Iate.

HERE ‘SCANDALOUS

Man Who Curbed Pittsburgh
Profiteers Urges Public to
Unite in Restaurant War

COURT RULINGS DIFFER

Food prices in many restaurants here
were deacribed as seandalous today by
Major Willam F. Tong, head of the
Pittsburgh fair-pries committee, who
foreed price reductions there ranging
from 16 to 00 per cent.

Major Long, here on a ﬂirln‘ visit to
the loeal offices of Falr-Price Commis-
sioner MeClain, said the only means
Philadelphia has of hntlrrin: down food
prices is through force of publie opinion,

“The Lever act wasa held to be un-
constitutional in this district by Federal
Judge J. Whitaker Thompson/)' he
pointed out. ‘‘Federal Judge Thgmson,
of the western district of Pennsylvania,
upheld the Lever act.

Court Decisions Differ

told us. e told them to cut their
prices immediately and we would do
the investigating afterward.

“The new price scale went into effect
in Pittsburgh this morning. For ex-
ample, orders of ham and eggs and
bacon and eggs were reduced one-third
in price.
instance—were cut 50 per cent in price,

‘“The restaurant men re were
charging thirty-five cents for four
slices of tomato, which cost them not
more than one and a half or two cents,

“They charged twenty-five cents for
an ear of corn for which they paid
about two and one-half cents. In this
city twenty-five cents i8 pot an un-
common price for an ear of corn. Such
prices are scandalous,

“In some instances in Pittsburgh we
made audits of restaurant expenses.
The audits proved that overhead ex-
penses, including labor, were not more
than 50 per cent. Yet hotel and res-
tayrant men were making gross profits
of from B0 to 900 per eent.'’

It is expected to
be the last, as Erwin is the “trump
card” of the defense,

Erwin an Abject Figure

Erwin was called to the stand
from his seat on the first row and
madeé his way townrd the witness chair,
the magnet for all the eyes in the
courtroom.

The former jaunty racing driver wns
an abject figure, Hlumplnf in his snuff-
colored army prison uniform, he was
almost carried to the chair by the two
armed guards when his knees got weak,

After seating him in the chair one
guard stood directly beside the chair
and the other took a position, stand-
Ling, about five feet away. They
watched their prisoner closely at all
times,

During Bergdoll's exhibition of weak-
ness, Mrs, Dergdoll half started from
her chair to aid but was restrained
and sat there wringing her hands and
weeping as she watched her “‘Erf."’

Bergdoll rarely glanced up during his
testimony, keeping his .eyes riveted on
his army brogues except when he gave
l"qulck glance at his mother oceasion-
ally,

The air of the room was tense when
he began to talk. It resombled the
atmosphere which prevailed when his
mother rushed half way across the
room to greet him earlier in the day
and fell weeping on his neck.

Erwin's voice was low, hardly car-
rying to Theodore Lane Bean, defense
counsel, who was seated almost directly
in front of him but a few feet away.

Ju Dickinson ordered Bergdoll to
talker louder and more distinctly, Berg-
coughed to clear his throat and
from then on answered all questions in
a fairly loud and clear voice.

Hundreds of persons who crowded into
the courtroom leaned forward in an
eager attempt to cateh every word of
his dramatic recital of the events of his
flight and final surrender,
